THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Hollis in the County 
of Hillsborough, in said State, qualified to vote in town 
affairs.

o. To hear the report of the Selectmen, Overseers 
of the Poor, and all other Town Officers and Committees. 

4. ‘To appropriate money for the town library. 

5. To appropriate money for Memorial Day. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate money 
for repairing highways as required by State law to pro- 
cure State aid. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum 
of money for concrete sidewalks or do or act anything in 

relation thereto. 

8. To see if the Town will authorize the Treasurer 
under the direction of the Selectmen to hire money in 
anticipation of taxes for the ensuing year, or take any 
action in relation thereto. ? 

9. To see what action the Town will take to repair 
the inside and paint the outside of the Town Hall or do 
or act anything in relation thereto. 
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10. To see if the Town will vote a uniform price for 
the sale of the town histories or act anything in relation 
thereto. 

11. To see if the Town will accept the deed of gift of 
a forest reserve from Silas M. Spaulding with conditions 
therein contained or do or act anything in regard to same. 

-12. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to paying for fighting forest fires or do or act anything in 
relation thereto. 

13. To see if the Town will appropriate the sum of 
$200.00 to repair the road leading from Runnell’s Bridge 
toward Pepperell to be taken from the Improved Highway 
Funds, or do or act anything in relation thereto. 

14. To see if the Town will vote to have the names of 
those who have not paid their taxes printed in the town 
report or act or do anything in relation thereto. 

15. To appropriate money for Old Home Week or do 
or act anything in relation thereto. 

16. To see what action the Town will ‘take in regard 
to widening and improving the road near the North Ceme- 
tery or do or att anything in relation thereto. 

17. To act upon any other necessary or proper business.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


The Board of Education presents herewith their annual 
report for the financial year ending, Feb. 14th, 1916. We 
started the year with a cash balance of $427.32 and have 
closed it with a cash credit of $419.90. Substantially 
the same amount with which we started. 

Expenses vary in certain ways from year to year and 
the receipts from the sources outside of the tax levy also 
vary. Last year we had a total available sum of $5,455.93 
from all sources. This year we received $5,460.48. Com- 
pared with last year, we received $4.55 more and expended 
$11.97 more. This does not include the incomes from the 
Mary Farley Fund, nor the rent from the Odd Fellows’ 
hall. We received $59.15 more from the Mary Farley 
Fund this year and the same rent from the hall, $30.00. 

These sums totaling $89.15 were expended for the high 
school. 

_ The constant increase in the cost of transportation 
is a serious problem and the difficulty of securing com- 
_petent teachers for our common schools,as well as for our 
high school,and of retaining them in the face of oppor- 
tunities to secure larger salaries elsewhere is also perplex- 
ing. We have been fortunate in this respect this last year. 

Miss Hines succeeded Miss Calvan at the North End 
school and Miss Spend succeeded Miss Hession in the Pine 
Hill district, Miss Hession being transferred to the Center 
' school and given charge of the VII and VIII grades. 

All these teachers have done as satisfactory work as 
could be expected under the circumstances. 

Early in the fall term, the large number of pupils in 
the primary department at the Center made the task of 
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the teacher too great for her to give the pupils the amount 
of individual attention they should receive. The first 
two grades are in many respects the most important in 
the common school course and the Board regarded it 
as imperative that something should be done to relieve the 
situation. Much against our will, we were compelled to 
move the third grade up into Miss Read’s room and the 
fourth grade into Miss Hessian’s. 

While this remedied the trouble in the lower school, 
it imposed extra work upon two faithful and efficient 
teachers and handicapped them to a degree; nevertheless, 
good work has been done in bothrooms and the pupils 
have received good instruction but not as good as they 
would have under the conditions existing at the beginning 
of the fall term. . 

The conditions in the high school have not been satis- 
factory. 

We were notified by State Superintendent Morrison 
in September, after the school opened, that the school 
was on probation December 2nd the school was inspected 
and as a result, it was disapproved December 16th. 

There were several causes given by the State Depart- 
ment, some of which we hope and’ expect to remedy during 
the next fifteen weeks that our school may be placed 
again upon the approved list. 

When both parents and pupils fully realize that the 
low per cent of attendance was a vital point in the dis- 
approval owing to the large number of absent and tardy 
marks, we feel that the standard will be raised in the 
future. 

We especially ask co-operation in this respect. 

Let us show the State Department that we -will recover 
this lost ground during the remaining weeks of the school 
year. 

The other vital causes can be better discussed in open 
meeting than in a printed report.

A conference of parents and other citizens was called 
by the Board, Thursday evening, Feb. 17th in the high 
school room, that existing conditions in our schools might 
be more clearly understood. The meeting was well at- 
tended and seemed helpful. 

The Superintendent and Chairman of the Board fully 
explained the difficulties and suggested improvements 
for the betterment of the grades as well as for the high 
school. 

Mr. Thistle, after several conferences with the Board 
resigned his position as principal and Mr. Raymond 
Merrill of Conway, this State, has assumed charge of the 
school for the remainder of the year. He can not accom- 
plish miracles in fifteen weeks but we believe he will be 
successful in placing the school upon the up grade. 

This year we recommend an appropriation of $125.00 
for repairs for the ensuing year and $400.00 with the balance 
left over $47.65 for supplies. This will give us sufficient 
funds to meet the recommendations of the Superintendent 
in his report.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


There are very few towns where the school population 
changes so little as it doesin Hollis, either as to numbers or 
individuals. Thecause of any changein the averagemember- 
ship from year to year usually can be traced to certain pupils 
who have left school to go to work, or to a few who are 
attending school out of town. This is a very important 
fact to consider. We are more sure than most towns that 
we are educating the future citizens of our home locality 
and that in such respects, as we succeed or fail willbe known 
and felt in the town during the next generation. 

We have continued our policy of employing only ex- 
perienced or trained teachers. The high school teachers 
are college graduates. The grammar room is in charge 
of Miss Gertrude A. Hession, Lowell Normal, 1913, 
who taught at Pine Hill the past two years. The Inter- 
mediate and Primary rooms are in charge of Miss Read 
and Miss Newton who have proved themselves worthy 
by several years’ service in Hollis. Miss Ruth G. Haines, 
Salem Normal, 1915, is at North and Miss Mary A. Spead, 
Lowell Normal, 1915, is at Pine Hill. There have been 
five changes of teachers during the year in this town and 
twenty-four in my entire district. It is extremely difficult 
to make the work of the schools continuous with fifty per- 
cent of the schools facing new teachers each year. I 
hope our town will do all in its power to help us to re- 
tain the best teachers each year.

There are twenty subjects in our courses of study. 

If every subject in our courses of study was given each 
year we would have twenty classes for two teachers. 
Eight is the greatest possible number each teacher can have, 
and we attempt to limit this number to seven. $ix sub- 
jects must be eliminated each year. Physics and Chemis- 
try are taught alternate years, the four History classes 
alternate two by two, English classes are combined when 
possible by using certain sets of books alternate years, and 
sometimes two Latin classes are combined by reading 
Cicero one year and Caesar the next with a combined 
class of sophomores and juniors. This year the subjects 
that are eliminated are English, History, Const. History, 
Cicero, Chemistry, second year French and sophomore 
English. All juniors who wish to study Physics must 
take that subject this year, as it will not be presented 
next year; likewise with Med. and Modern History and possi- 
bly Caesar or Review Mathematics. This accounts for 
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the variety of classes represented in the various subjects. 
Mixed classes of this kind are a little more difficult to 
teach, but this is the only plan by which we can offer two 
full high school courses. 

Our high school is still on the approved list of the New 
England College Entrance Board, and we have several 
students in colleges, represented by this board. The rec- 
ords of our pupils returned by these colleges indicate 
that our school should remain on the list and that we can 
continue to certify pupils for colleges. Any town in 
New Hampshire that does not maintain a high school 
must pay the tuition to the amount of $40.00 a year for 
any child in that town who attends a high school in some 
other town of the state. The state superintendent of 
schools has the sole power to decide what shall be called 
a high school. Recently he has decided to withdraw the 
approval which he has given our school the past four years. 
It is rather difficult to explain in a public report the reasons 
for this failure to retain his approval,especially as the reasons 
are a mixture of facts and opinions. This subject was 
discussed somewhat fully in a recent public meeting held 
at the school building. I shall suggest one or two plans 
for the readjustment of the school. 

As the high school is so closely related to the grades, 
I shall speak of the whole twelve grades as one school. 

We have three grade teachers at the village. For 
many years each of these teachers had three grades. Four 
years ago the ninth year was taken over by the high school, 
leaving two grades in the grammar room. A little more 
than a year ago, when the primary work was too burden- 
some for one teacher, an assistant was employed for the 
spring term. ‘This assistant taught the large third grade 
in what is known as the lunch room. This past term, the 
number in the primary room again became too large for 
one teacher in charge of three grades and a change was 
made which effected the three rooms. The primary room 
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now has only two grades and the intermediate and grammar 
rooms each have three. While this change provided 
seats for the children, it has not been satisfactory. It is 
difficult in educational matters to present proof that\a 
certain plan is a failure or is successful, but certain standards 
are being evolved which make it easier for us to know if a 
certain grade is keeping pace with other schools through- 
out the country. I find that in our two-grade rooms, 
given a class prepared for the room, we can keep the classes 
up to standard, but in the three-grade rooms, some class 
is likely to fall behind and that we are always required to 
slight some subject as compared with schools that have 
one grade in a room. In order that we may have no weak 
places in our school system, we should begin the readjust- 
ment by placing only two grades in a room. 

In my previous reports, I have spoken of the fact that 
we follow a state program of studies, the same as is used 
by practically every district in the state. This program 
is now being revised to keep up with modern ideas in edu- 
cation. The greatest change is the provision for a six- 
year high school. This plan has been advocated for nearly 
twenty years but it is only during the last five years that 
many cities and towns have adopted it. Nearly all new 
high school buildings are now being constructed to ac- 
commodate six-year high schools or to accommodate Junior 
or Senior high schools of three years each. 

A small amount of remodelling would prepare our 
building to accommodate three teachers with six grades 
in the high school. This would leave two grades for each 
of our grade teachers in the rooms now occupied by them. 

In addition to this readjustment of grades with an 
additional teacher we must increase our salary schedule 
for the high school if we wish to secure and retain the 
teachers the district wants. 
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Below is a general summary of the new program of

The subjects under class ‘‘A’’ require systematic drill 


with daily recitations. Class ‘‘B’”’ are general school exer- 


In rooms of two grades the whole school can work 
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together on these subjects. Of course, they are not of 
equal importance. Class ‘‘C”’ are for reading. Some sub- 
jects which are in class “B” or class ‘‘C’”’ in the lower 
grades are raised to class “‘A”’ in the upper grades. Spelling 
appears as a subject for class recitation in Grade Three, 
Geography and Music in Grade Four, and we have almost 
a new list of subjects in Grade Seven. We could adopt 
the principal features of this program and solve both the 
grade and the high school problems. Three teachers in 
the high school with sixty pupils could do better work 
than two teachers with forty pupils,since each would not 
be required to teach so great a variety of subjects. 

Those who have been closely connected with our schools 
know that we never have had an adequate supply of books. 
Of course,we commonly have had a fair equipment of arith- 
metics, geographies, and some other regular texts, but 
we have had a meagre collection of literature, books, 
histories and supplementary reading. This condition is 
not peculiar to Hollis, as most towns could do from ten 
to twenty percent more work in reading, history, and 
literature if they had the books they need. Our town, 
like many others, buys enough of one set of books to supply 
a village grade. After it is used there, or before, it is 
broken up into smaller lots to be sent to the rural schools. 
When it is completed by the rural classes it is collected 
to go the rounds again. We wear out books rapidly by 
“using them in two or three schools a year so we do not 
save as much as would first appear by not having enough 
to supply every child in a grade including the rural schools. 
During the fall term I made inventories of the books in 
my district which I have presented to the school boards. 
With these inventories I have presented lists éf books 
needed, especially in the lower. grades, to make our supply 
somewhat complete. I suggest that the balance this 
year from the book account be carried over and that a 
substantial sum be added to it to complete our equipment

of books. The two other towns in my district already 
have taken action to grant similar requests. 

Last spring we failed to include an article in the warrant 
in regard to building a new school house at Pine Hill. 
The sentiment of the district was almost unanimously 
in favor of a new building as shown by the vote to call a 
special meeting to consider this matter. The attendance 
at the special meeting was not large enough to legally 
appropriate money for this purpose. The committee 
appointed to examine the building reported it not advis- 
able to repair. If this report is accepted we have but two 
solutions, one to provide suitable transportation and the 
other to construct a new school house. The State Board 
of Healthnowhas the power to condemn school buildings, 
and from what has been done by them the past year I 
judge that our building could not be used another year. 
The most perplexing part of this problem is that a new 
building will not entirely eliminate transportation from 
this district if we want to give the children the best oppor- 
tunities in school. It is difficult to prophesy what condi- 
tions will prevail in a district during the life of a school 
building. Present indications are that children will . 
leave the rural schools at the close of the sixth grade, and 
that the high school course will be six rather than four 
years. Unless means of transportation are improved, 
there will be a demand for rural schools near the homes to 
accommodate smallchildren. Whether transportation will 
be provided for high school children or not is a question 
now appearing in many localities. At present, the school 
board is justified in spending school money for this pur- 
pose if the children are under the compulsory school age. 

The recent agitation for absolute safety from fire 
in schools has caused me to investigate our. facilities for 
saving the children without accidents. The lower floor 
is perfectly cared for as the children can jump out the win- 
dows. Three stairways lead from the second floor, two 
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side by side from opposite directions in the front of the 
building and one at the rear of the building. With our 
present heating arrangement any fire is likely to start in a 
room rather than in a hallway or under the first floor. 
In that case our stairways would provide suitable egress 
under any circumstances. There remains the small prob- 
ability that a fire would start in the hall, and the pupils 
from the Grammar room would have to cross a smoke filled 
hall to reach the rear stairs. This small possibility of 
danger could be removed by placing an iron ladder beside 
the Grammar School window, at an expense of about 
fifteen dollars. Fire drills which consist of rapidly march- 
ing down stairs or seeing how quickly a building can be 
emptied are more detrimental than beneficial. Drills 
have sometimes caused pupils to walk into certain death, 
which may be admirable in a soldier but not to be commend- 
ed in a pupil when he might escape by another exit. 
Practice in jumping out windows on the lower floor and 
practice in the use of a ladder are the best fire drills.
